Giovanni condemned for 
stopover in S. Africa 


In a letter to the Call and 

_ Post, Nikki Giovanni, Black 
revolutionary poetess, com- 
plained bitterly against some 
groups spreading the false 
information that she has per- 
formed in South Africa and 
therefore jought to be penal- 
ized for what they see as a blat- 
ant disregard for the cause of 
anti-apartheid. “Considering 
that my books are banned in 
that country ... absurdity has 
taken hold of the minds of 
some people,” she wrote in her

letter. 

In 1974, as part of a United 
Nations tour of Africa, Gio- 
vanni visited Ghana, Nigeria, 
Swaziland, Lesotho, Bots- 
wana, Zambia, Tanzania and 
Kenya. She read poetry at the 
Universities of the host coun- 
tries and some of their upper 
schools; as well as at American 
libraries and U.S.1.A. facilities. 
In order to visit Swaziland, 
Lesotho and Botswana, how- 
ever, it was necessary for her to 
make a courtesy stop in 
Johannesberg, South Africa. 
This necessitatedeither 
obtaining a visa, or being 
placed under house arrest for 
the duration of her ‘layover’ in 
Johannesberg. 

“As a citizen of a free coun- 
try, |had no desire to be placed 
under house arrest,” explained 
the poetess. So she applied for, 
and was granted a temporary 
visa which permitted her to 
remain in the apartheid coun- 
try. The southern-born, 
second-generation college 
graduate states clearly that she 
did not perform in the contro-

And, as 
usual, concerns are being 
expressed about the performance 
of Black voters on Nov. 6. 

The Nov. 6 election demon- 
strated an incredible polarization 
of Black and white voters. Because 
Blacks give approximately 65-90 
percent of their votes to Demo- 
cratic candidates down the line, 
Democrats usually need to get 
only about 40 percent of the white 
vote in order to win an election. 

in the Nov. 6 election, however, 
white voters gave only about 30 
percent of their votes to Demo- 
cratic candidates.

The low turnout was not onty a 
disappointmentt{o many strate- 
gists, but a surprise. The well- 
known antagonism of Blacks to 
the presidential policies of Ronald 
Reagan was supposed to generate 
8 groundswell of political activity 
among Blacks. Massive voter reg- 
istration programs, conducted in 
Ohio and nationwide. were tar- 
geted to groups who were 
expected to vote Democratic - 
particularly Black voters. And, 
these registration drives appeared 
sucessful; voter registration in 
Ohio among. Blacks jumped 12 
Percent between 1982 and 1984, 
according to James Evans ot 
Secretary of State Sherrod 
Brown's staff. 

However, this jump was not 
accompanied by a similar jump in 
voting. Evans estimated that, 


Black voting may have declined by _ 


10 percentage points between the 
Democratic primary and the Nov. 6 
election.

Decorating with greens 


is part of the holiday 


Decorating with greens is as 
much a part of the Christmas 
holidays as wrapping and 
exchanging gifts. Greens can 
be used for making door 
swags, table centerpieces, 
wreathes, garlands and ever- 
green balls for gifts ar for the 
home. 

Evergreens from your own 
landscape plantings offer 
many possibilities as @ source 
of greens if you delay ing 
until the holiday sgason, 
sprigs. of greens can be care- 
fully: pruned from trees Bnd 
shrubs tor use; follow proper 
pruning practices. 

Some greens are considered 
to be more suitable for decora- 
tions than others because of 
the ability to retain their nee- 
dies for long periods of time in 


warm home conditions. Know- 
ing which ones to use and their 


: limitations is the first step in 


the construction of holiday 
decorations. 

Greens will last longer and 
stay fresher if treated with an 
anti-desiccant. This material 
coats the twigs and needles (or 
leaves) preventing water loss. 
“Wilt-Pruf” and “Foli-Gard” are 
couple of brand names; 
check your garden center for 
these materiats. 

The broad-leaved ever- 
greens commonty used are 
boxwood, Pieris, holly, maho- 
nia, rhododendron; and ever- 
green euonymus. These dry 
out faster than the narrow- 
leaved and should 
be put in water indoors. An 
anti-desiccant spray, waxing, 


’ 


or shellacing the leaves 
prolang their life indoors, 

last longer out-of-doors; how: 

ever, do not use rhododendro 
outside because the foliag 
curls in cold weather. Don't 
prune these broadieaves too 
severely, rather use small 
sprigs for a more textured 
effect. 

Some of the landscape vines 
can be used successfully in 
decorations. English Ivy is a 
traditional holiday green in 
severalEuropean countries 
Pachysandra; periwinkle (or 
Myrtie), and some of the creep- 
ing evonymus can add inter- 
esting textures and color to 
decorations.

There are a lot of other ways 
to make sure the ball moves 
toward the green when you hit 
it, even if itis notin the fairway 
The four and five wood have 
saved lots of pars. If the ball is 

“in fairly heavy rough a four or 
five wood can get your ball out 
a lot better than an iron as long 
as there is nothing to stop you 
from taking the club back fairly 
smoothly through the rough 
and no trouble in front of the 
green such as sand traps or 
water. To use it properly grip 
well down on the shaft and 
swing firmly but easily. the 
wood head on the club will go 
through the grass. spreading it 
without cutting if like an iron, 
evenif you mishit the ball you 
will still get a reasonable shot 
with plenty of roll. 


There is another shot that -
